£5,210,967 of 1898. The total includes £4,730,417 
for imports, and £2,905,857 for: axporta, the 
former advanciny .38 per cent, ind the latter 
over 23 per cent, As 1898 was the record, year 
to date, the state of affairs is satisfactory. As 
rogards the direat trade with foreign countries, 
the customs returns value imports at £1,927 ,242 
and exports, ot £688,919, inereases of abont 11 
and 18 por cent. £1,925,520.of the total imports 
come from Hongkong and goods valued at 
£967,954 procead thither In shipping, though 
$72 veysola: with o ines of 910,011 wore 
British ont: of: n total of 1,121 vessels with a 
tonnage of 1,128,021, the percentage fell from 
84 in 1898 to 80. in 1899, This, however, Mr. 
Horst ‘ely, “is not surprising seeing that a 
heavily subsidised Japanese line has commenced 
ranaing oy routes where, heretofore, British’ 
steamers have met with little or no compotition.
